land has given tbe adjournment of con- 
gress a Bet-back, and put liis disapproval 
on weeks of labor of the senate and house. 
Today he tent !i veto of the general defic- 
iency appropriation bill to tbe houae. 


The president makes a defence of the 


veto power, evidently stung by some re- 
cent criticism of his free use of it. 
In 


part be said in his message today : 


" To tlie extent that the constitution has 


devolved upon tbe president a participa- 
tion iu legislation I suppose his action on 
bills presented to him for approval re- 
quires that duty be performed like others 
pertaining to his office, with care and cir- 
cumspection and with full view responsi- 
bility to the people and his obligation to 
subserve the public welfare. 


"It is difficult to understand why, under 


the constitution, it should be necessary to 
submit any proposed legislation to execu- 
tive scrutiny and approval, except to in- 
vite the exercise of executive judgment and 
invite independent executive action. Un- 
pleasant incidents which accompany the 
power would tempt its avoidance if such 
a course did not involve the abandonment 
of constitutional duty and assent to legis- 
lation for which^he executive is not will- 
ing to share responsibility. 


"I regret that I am constrained to dis- 


approve of so important an appropriation 
bill so near the close of the present session 
of congress. I have, however, by the 
immediate action after the receipt of the 
bill endeavored to delay as little as possi- 
ble tbe reconsideration of this proposed 
legislation, though I am thus obliged to 
content myself with a less complete 
explanation of my objections than would 
otherwise be submitted." 


The message continues with an exhaus- 


tive criticism of the French spoliation 
claims and immigration of over $1,000,000 
and also an objection to the payment of 
the Chouteau claim for $17-1,445, arising 
out of the construction of the iron clad 
steam battery ICtlah.

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Chairman Cau- 


non of the house committee on appropri- 
ations was prepared for the deficiency bill 
veto. He claims the president's objections 
to be eliminated. As soon as the veto is 
sustained, which Cannon anticipates, he 
will immediately more the consideration i 
of a new bill.

The North Adams Gas Light company 


has made arrangements with the Fitch- 
burg company to light the Hoosac Tunnel. 
The railroad company has .lighted the 
tunnel by electricity for about ten years, 
the power station being located near 
the west portal. 


The Gas company will put up a wire 


line along the track to the tunnel. The 
company raises the-current from 1000 to 
3000 volts, and then it is stepped down to 
1100 volts and carried into the railroad 
company's switchboard and into the tun- 
nel. The electric station at the tunnel 
will be closed as soon as the Gas company 
can get ready to supply tho power, which 
will be in about four weeks. The price at 
which the Gas company offered to do this 
was such that the railroad company saw 
economy in the change. 


The order to take on this extra work 


the Gas company will replace a 250-horse- 
power engine with one of 400-horse-power, 
and will also put in a new boiler. 
It will 


then have two 400-horse-power engines in 


use; 
with other equipments to correspond, 


and the plant will be the largest electric 
plant in Massachusetts west of Springfield. 


The Gas company delivers the current 


and the Fitchburg company maintains 
tbe line in the tunnel. 
There are 1250 


incandescent lamps in the tunnel of six- 
teen-candle power each, and it requires 
about 125 horse power to maintain them. 
They are run, of course, night and day. 


Tbe Gas company began lighting the 


city by electricity about eight years ago, 
since which time the demand for electric 
light, both in the streets and business 
places, and also in residences, has greatly 
increased. 
The company also furnishes 


power for the Williamstown line of the 
Hoosac Valley street railroad, which at 
times uses 200-horse-power. 


The Gas company's electrical business 


lias grown very rapidly since it was es- 
tablished, and this last addition is one of 
much importance. 
That the company 


was able to give the Fitchburg road fig- 
ures which warrant the discontinuance of 
its power station shows that the plant has 
been brought to a high degree of efficien- 
cy under the able management of the sec- 
retary And treasurer, Col. Frank S. Rich- 
ardson. It is now one of the prominent 
nnd flourishing establishments of the city 
and will undoubtedly expand atill further 
as occasion may demand. 


Fred B. Briggs is in charge of the sta- 


tion. 
He handled the Fitchburg com- 


pany's power station at the tunnel for 
four years before entering the service of 
the Gas company, and is a thoroughly 
reliable and competent man for the place.

The property 
rents for over 11300 a year, which is 8 per 
cent, on fl",000. This shows that it was 
bought at considerable less than its value.

A CORRECTION. 


Children Under Ten Years Not Working In 


Massachusetts Factories. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT :—I am very glad 


to learn that my information as to the 
number of children employed in Massa- 
chusetts, under the age of ten, is Incor- 
rect for this year 1893; while it was cor- 
rect at the time to which I referred in my 
sermon of last Sabbath evening. 


Massachusetts is now a model, not only 


in her laws upon the subject of child la- 
bor, tut also in the efficient carrying out 
of these laws by the state inspectors. 
Her factories have long been superior to 
those in other states, in their restricted 
use of child labor. I accept without any 
hesitation the statement of State Inspec- 
tor Howes, that the evils of child labor in 
the tenement "sweat shops" of Boston 
and our large cities, which during my 
residence in Eastern Massachusetts was 
so pronounced, have now practically 
ceased to be, through the energetic ser- 
vice of the inspectors.

soon be true in Pennsylvania and Now 
York.

DOLLAR SIDE AND SHILLING SIDE. 


A Commercial Tradition Which Ha* Lost 


Its Vorce In New York. 


For tho purposes of retail business the 


two sldos of every thorougbfuro were for- 
jnoi'ly thus clhidcil: The left Imnd aldo 
going north or the right hand sitlo going 
south aloi'g any broad street or avenue of 
Now York was the "dollar" or more profit- 
able side, and the right hand going north 
or the loft hand going oust vrns the shilling 
side, devoted to l«ss productive business 
matters and depending chiefly upon tho 
patronngo oE persons of moro modest In- 
comes mid slender purses. In tbo early 
commercial llfo of Now York city tho west 
side of Broadway wns consideroil to bo tlio 
more desirable for retail business. Tbo 
stores upun It puid a nmcli larger rent 
than those on tbo fihlo opnoslw-nnd tint 
only was this tho case, but, as tho Xow 
Yorkars of a generation ago remember, tho 
west or "dollar" Bido was the more popu- 
lar for pedestrians, especially during the 
promenade on fair afternoons. 
An loonu- 


clast ot mercantile customs and traditions 
was tbe lato A. T Ptcwart, and it was bis 
constantly avowed belief that a rule of 
business or nffalrs which had no other 
backing but that of usage or precedent did 
not amount to much and could usually bo 
overridden to the advantage of a- pioneer 
against It. Tho present Stewart building 
nt tho corner of Broadway and Chambers 
street is on what was tho shilling side of 
that thoroughfare, nucl when Mr. Stowni't 
determined rn mova his dry goods estab- 
lishment up town !io chose by preference 
the location tit Broadway and Tenth street, 
also on tbe shilling sido, and built there, 
contrary to the views of his rivals in the 
dry goods business. 


But Mr. Stewart's departure from the 


unwritten business rulo of years (lid not 
Abiogate it in the dry poods trade, ami tlia 
preference for tho dollar side and the pre- 
judice agiiinst tho bhilling siilo survived 
by many years the 
US.B of shillings as a

Littlo by little, however, tho once unwrit- 
ten law of retail trndle liii? f.illen into dH- 
usn, mid now tlie right hand sklo of tho 
public thoroughfares in New York devoted 
to store purposes, if not quito as good as 
the loft hniul sida of tha same street, is, 
among real estate men and retail dealers, 
consideiod to bo nearly as good.—Now 
York Sua.

The fate of the resolu- 
tion calling upon the president for in- 
formation concerning the capture of 
Americans on the alleged filibustering 
steamer Competitor, taken by a Span- 
ish gunboat in Cuban waters, is still a 
matter of doubt, as it has been sent to 
the calendar, whence it cannot be 
taken without a majority rote of the 
senate. Senator Morgan's speech when 
this resolution came up yesterday was 
very warlike in tone. He was very 
emphatic in expressing {his views. He 
considered it absolutely necessary, be- 
fore congress adjourned, to aid the 
president in sending ships of war to 
Cuba to secure the release of American 
prisoners. 
He was so earnest in this 


and other declarations of a like char- 
acter, and the 'matter itself was such 
a sarious international one that Mr. 
Sherman, rep., Ohio, chairman of the 
committee on foreign relations, sug- 
gested that the debate should not be 
continued in open session. 
The gal- 


leries accordingly were cleared, the 
doors closed, and Mr. Morgan finished 
his speech in secret session. He spoke 
until the morning hour expired, and 
then, under the rules, the resolution 
went to the calendar. The immigra- 
tion bill was taken up with the under- 
standing that a final vote would 
not be taken on it before Monday, as 
its most active opponent, Mr. Gibson, 
dem., Md., was absent on official Jduty 
as one of the visitors to the Annapolis 
naval academy. A joint resolution for 
final adjournment on Monday next at 2 
p. m.J was offered by Mr. Aldrich, rep., 
R. I., and was referred to the commit- 
tee on appropriations, after adverse re- 
marks by several senators. 


House of Representatives. 


By the action of the house yesterday 


in unseating Congressmen, Lockhart 
and Downing the democratic member- 
ship of the house is further reduced, 
and the 
democratic representation 


from Illinois is completely wiped out. 
The democrats sought to prevent a 
vote on those cases by leaving their 
seats and making a point of no quorum, 
but the speaker pro tern., Mr. Payne, 
rep., N. Y., overruled the point, hold- 
ing that on the last recorded vote more 
than a quorum had answered to their 
names, and declined to entertain an 
appeal from hie decision. He declared 
that the resolution of the committee, 
that Martin was entitled to Lockhart's 
seat, had been adopted by the vote of 
113 ayes to 5 noes, and Mr. Martin was 
sworn in. This was followed by tha 
consideration of the report of elections 
committee No. 1 upon tha contest of 
Einaker vs. Downing, from the Six- 


j teenth Illinois district, which had been 
sent back to the committee for a re- 
count of the ballots. This recount was 
completed yesterday, and Mr. Moody, 
rep., Mass., in charge of the case, re- 
ported a resolution declaring Rinaker 
entitled to the seat by a plurality 
of five. Upon the face of the re- 
turns Downing had a plurality of forty 
and received the certificate of election. 
Gen. Rinaker's right to the seat was 
affirmed by a vote of 167 to 81—Messrs. 
Evans, Ky.; Moody, Mass., and Sher- 
man, N. Y., voting with the democrats 
in the negative—and he was also sworn 
in. This wiped out the democratio 
membership in the Illinois delegation 
and reduced the democratic strength in 
the house to 9.1. Before these cases 
were settled there was a two-hour 
struggle over the adoption of a resolu- 
tion introduced by Gen. Grosvenor, 
rep., O., calling upon the heads of th« 
several executive departments for a 
statement in detail of all the removals 
and changes • in their departments 
since March 4, 1893. The democrat! 
endeavored to have the scope of th« 
resolution enlarged so as to include th« 
changes made under the Harrison ad- 
ministration, but failed. There was 
no evening session last night.

Favoritism Formerly Baled—N«l 


Even Headset Departments or 


the Aldoruea Spared. 


New York, June 8.—The mayor, 


acting on the recommendation of tha 
civil service commissioners of this city, 
has tr.ken a step which will probably 
cause as much consternation among 
the local officeholders as President 
Cleveland's recent civil service order 
caused among those in the federal ser- 
vice. One hundred and forty positions 
with salaries aggregating $818,000 a 
year tire taken from the "exempt" and 
placed on the competitive schedule; 
that is, all who hold these positions 
must pass civil service examinations. 
Many of the highest officials in th« 
various departments are included in the 
list. For instanco, in the public works 
department, which has always been 
tha chief source of patronage for 
politicians, nearly all tho heads of 
bureaus are put into the competitive 
schedule, among them the water pur- 
veyor, who has charge of all the street 
improvements, the superintendent of 
gas and lamps, the superintendent of 
repairs and supplies, the superinten- 
dent of incumbrances, and the superin- 
tendent o£ streets. 
Most of these 


places are now held by republican dis- 
trict leaders who supported the Brook- 
field faction last year. 
The mayor's 


marshal is also included, as wejl .•* the 
deputy tax commissioners, leading o£i- 
cioJn in the chartities department, the 
dock and fire departments, the board 
of electrical control, and the depart- 
ment of correction. The whole staff 
of the C!ty Record, including the su- 
pervisor, the deputy supervisor and 
the secretary, go into the competitive 
list. 
The board of aldermen have not 


escaped. A great murmer will go up 
from the city fathers when they learn 
that the civil service commissioners 
have decided to take away from them 
the 
time-honored 
privilege of se- 


lecting 
their 
clerks, 
messengers 


and 
sergeants-at-arms. 
All

must

ice examination, and there will be no 
more caucuses to divide the patronage 
by districts.

FOR PADDING THE MAILS. 


; The Case Against the Seaboard Air Lin a 


in Attnrney-tiencral'8 Hands. 


Washing-ton, June 0.—Postmaster- 


General Wilson has turned over to the 
department of justice the case of the 
Seaboard Air Line railroad, recom- 
mending the pro&ecution of officials of 
that road, if in the opinion of the at- 
torney-general such action is advisable. 
Two papers iu the case submitted to 
the department of justice allege that 
the Seaboard Air line is guilty of an 
attempt to defraud the government by 
padding the mails during the month of 
March last, during which month the 
test weighing of mail matter over that 
line was made in order to form an es- 
timate of the amount of matter carried 
by the road, which would enable the 
postofiice department to make a four- 
year contract for such service and fix 
the rate of compensation. 
During the 


month postal clerks and postmasters 
along the route of the road noticed an 
enormous increase of mail matter, such 
as government documents and newspa- 
pers, and knowing it to be the month 
the test weighing was made, reported 
the case to the department. 
Postofflce 


inspectors were detailed to investigate 
fya matter. They reported that sacks 
ot government documents were being 
shipped from one agent to another 
along the route where they were di- 
rested, and renmiled to various points 
along the line between Portsmouth, 
Ya., and Atlanta, Ga. They also dis- 
covered that the railroad company had 
ordered an unusual number of news- 
papers published in cities along the 
route of the Seaboard Air line. Upon 
this evidence Postmaster General Wil- 
son looked still further into the case, 
and, securing additional facts, took the 
action mentioned.
